Councilman DiMeo asked about the status of the building located at 6 Union Avenue.

Borough Attorney lan Goldman responded that he emailed and mail a letter to the owner
as well as the owner’s engineer on April 14" and added he received no response. Mr.
Goldman stated he followed up yesterday with another letter and added he hopes to have
a response for the next council meeting.

Council President Oglesby questioned the height of the “No Parking” signs that are along
Lake Horicon and Church Street. Mr. Oglesby stated some of the signs are too high and
cannot be seen due to the tree branches blocking the view.

Councilman Lowe stated some of the signs are going to be replaced and added when
Public Works put the new signs in place, he will have the height of the signs addressed.

Mayor Robbins reported there is an issue with regards to overcrowding at Lake Horicon
adding that there are more “out of towners” than residents visiting the lake. Mayor
Robbins stated he had spoken with Police Chief Kline in regard to options that can be
taken. Mayor Robbins further stated one option would be to have badges adding the only
issue with badges is charging a fee to non-residents and not charging a fee to residents.
Mayor Robbins also stated Chief Kline will look at other municipalities that require
badges at their beaches and how they collect fees. Mayor Robbins want on to say he had
asked Borough Attorney lan Goldman what the Borough’s legal options are.

Mr. Goldman stated land held by a municipality for “parks purposes” is open to benefit
all residents of New Jersey and that a fee schedule has to apply to everyone. Mr.
Goldman also stated the borough can however implement a parking system for “residents
only” by sectioning off certain parts of the parking lot during certain hours of the day for
borough residents and added parking decals can be given to residents.

Mr. Ogleshy stated the borough can have season badges and daily badges adding the
residents can purchase a season badge which would be less expensive than a daily badge.
Mr. Ogleshy also stated the only problem is someone monitoring the beach for the
different badges.

Police Chief Kline stated the crossing guards do not work during the summer season
adding they could be “badge checkers”.

Discussion continued on procedures that can be taken legally to prevent the overcrowding
at the lake.
